~-OWNERS RESPONSIBLE 


Dogs running loose are 
figain taking their toll of Maine 
deer, according to the Maine 
Fish and Game Department. A 
heavy crust on deep snow 
makes the situation in some 
rections the worst that has 
ever been reported, 

The ordinarily * flect-footed 
deer break through the erust 
and cannot escape the dogs, 
which often eat from a fallen 
deer while if is still alive. Most 
dog owners=-cspecially those 
who know what their pets can 
do fo a deor— will keen them 
tied to avold such slaughter. 

Maine law prohibits owners 
from allowing doga to run 
looge--in areas where there 
are deer -during February. 
Mareh and April, when ana. 
conditions sre worst for the 
whitetails. Game wardens may 
shoot dogs attacking deer, but 
they wauld rather see the mut: 
ter solved by owners’ keeping 
their pels confined. A penalty 
of $10 to S60 may be inmosed 
on dog owners not complying 
with the haw.

—OWNERS RESPONSIBLE 

Dogs running loose are 
again taking their toll of Maine 
deer, according to the Maine 
Fish and Game Department. A 
heavy crust on deep snow 
makes the situation in some 
nections the worst that has 
ever been reported, 

The ordinarily * fleet-footed 
leer break through the crust 
aud cannot escape the dogs, 
which often eat from no fallen 
deer while it is still alive. Most 
dog owners-~-capecially those 
who know what their peta can 
do to a deer —will keep them 
tied to avoid sueh slaughter. 

Maine Jaw prohibits owners 
from allowing doa to run 
loonsein areag where there 
are deer during February. 
Mareh and April, when anaw 
ronditions are worst for the 
whitetails, Game wardena mav 
shoot doga attacking deer, lut 
they would rather see the mat 
fer solved by owners’ keeping
